Secretary Blaine Dined by the 
Chilian Minister,

The Event Quiets Rumors of War Be- 
tween the Two Nations. 


BUT THE DIPLOMATIC CONTROVERSY I8 
NOT YET CLOSED. 


Chili Has Unquestionably Given Promise 
of Reparation for the Valparaiso Mur- 
der—Probable Course of the United 


States Government—Secretary Tracy. 


Contradicts Newspaper Reports—The 
‘San Francisco Sails—Yachts as Priva- 
teers. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 26.—Perhaps the 
most significant of all the retent develop- 
ments in connection with the controversy be- 
tween the United States and Chili was the 
dinner given by Don Pedro Montt this even- 
ing in honor of Secretary and Mrs. Blaine. 
This act of courtesy on the pa of the Chil- 
ian Minister and its acceptance by. the Secre- 
tary of State foreshadows a peaceful 
settlement of the differences heretofore ex- 
isting, and ig so construed generally. 

Owing to the poor State of her health, Mrs. 
Blaine was unable to be present at 

he dinner, and the Secretary of 
State was accompanied by his .daugh- 
ter, {iss Blaine, The party was 
one peculiarly agreeable, being composed 
largely of those public men who.have the 
greatest interest in seeing amicable relations 
restored between the United States and Chill, 
Fifteen guests were present at the dinner. 
Besides the Secretary of State and daughter, 
there was included Senator Morgan, Senator 
Stewart, Representative McCreary, Minister 
and Mme, Romero of Mexico, ex-Mayor 
Grace of New York, the Argentine Minfster, 
the Salvadorian Minister, Mr. John W, Fos- 
ter, ex-Minister to Spain, and Mrs. Foster, 
the Spanish Minister, Mr. Ricardo Trumbull, 
and Mr. Del Campo. 

It was evident that the guests invited to 
this ‘‘peace dinner’’ had been carefully 
selected. Senator Morgan is a conspicuous 
member of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations, and it was suitable that he should 
be present to participate in the event signal- 
izing the restitution of harmony. Mr. Mc- 
Creary has seenalong term of service asa 
leading member and'‘at one time Chairman of 
the House Committee on Foreign Affairs, and 
his presence bore the same import as that of 
Senator Morgan. Senator Stewart was a 
warm friend of the Congressional party bDe- 
fore the downfall of Balmaceda. 

FOREIGN DIPLOMATS. 

Mr. Romero, the Mexican Mjnister, also 
took a deep interest in Senor Montt when he 
first came to Wasbington as the agent of the 
Congressional party, and it was he who 
first obtained for the present Chilian Minister 
an interview with the Secretary of State. The 
Argentine and Spanish Ministers extended 
friendly aid in the early negotiations between 
Senor Montt and the State department, a 
circumstance fully appreciated now t§jat 
trouble appears to have been averted. 

That this Government is satisfied that all 
will end peacefully was manifested by the 
friendliness of the Secretary of State toward 
Mr. Ricardo Trumbull, who was present 
as a guest. Mr. Trumbull will 
be recalled as the Representa- 
tive of the Congressionalists, who chartered 
the schooner Robert and Minnie ana loaded 
the Itata with arms. He was arrested and 
tried at San Diego by this Government for 
violation of the neutrality laws. ‘The subse- 
quent proceedings resulted in his release. 
Individually he was as much a sufferer as 
anybody from the complications which have 
arisen between the United States and Ohill, 
and he now enjoys the satisfaction of seeing 
everything ina fair way of settlement. 

Ex-Mayor Grace was associated in a busi- 
ness way with Trumbulland his well-known 
relations with the present regime in Chili 
made it eminently proper that he should be 
present. Itis doubtfulifany official dinner 
given in Washington in recent years has had 
so much import as that given to-night by the 
Chilian Minister, and there is general satis- 
faction in official circles at the improved tone 
of the entire controversy. 

THE CRITICAL POINT. 

It is believed, both atthe State and Navy 
Departments, that the most critical point in 
the Chilian affair was reached when Minister 
Egan sent to Secretary Blaine the cablegram, 
the full text of which was printed exclusively 
in the Post-DispaTCH on Sunday last. For 
many weeks the United States Legation 
had been under police espionage. Not 
only had the uniformed . police of 
the city paraded before the Legation and 
gtood on the street corners in the vicinity oc- 
cupied with nothing but the movements of 
the residents of the Legation, but numerous 
private detectives, who do not appear to 
have been very well disguised, acted in re- 
lays both day and night to report to the local 
authorities the slightest occurrence that 
might appear to inaicate an attempt on the 
part of the refugees to make their escape. 

On Dec. 18a mob gathered before the Lega- 
tion and made a hostile demonstration. Just 
how serious this incident may have been can 
only be judged from Minister Egans own 
cablegram. He spoke of the Legation as 
**besieged.’’ Atthe State Department this 
statement was accepted literally but naval 
officers appeared to think thatthe American 
Minister had become nervous and was in- 
clined to exaggerate the state of affairs. By 
direction of the President, acablegram was 
sent to Minister Egan, instructing him to re- 
port at once upon the attitude of the local 
authorities and as to the part the police 
played in the reported mobbing of the Lega- 
tion. It was regarded important 
to know whether _ 
| spyin upon 
ier od bad been detailed to prevent 
the mob from carrying out the threats of 
which Minister Egan complained. Whe 
Mr. Egan cabled Secretary Blaine he also 
madea formal complaint to Senor Matta, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, detailing the 
stated, and demanding the 
Government. At

and expressed his willingness to investigate 
any allegations Mr. Egan might be prepared 
to make astothe affronts which had been 
Offered the Minister and his houghold, 
including the arrest of the Minis- 
ter’s son, Frank Egan. Senor Matta 
also expressed his willingness to withdraw 
from the neighborhood of the Legation all 
spies and detectives whether there by munic- 
ipal authority or upon the order of the gen- 
eral Government. He declined, however, 
to issue any order prohibiting the police from 
patrolling before the Legation, because 
without such police supervision the Chilian 
Government could not undertake to preserve 
the Legation from harm at the hands of ex- 
cited and irresponsible parties. 

It is understood that Minister Egan did not 
deliver tothe Chilian Government the text 
of the cablegram he had received from the 
State Department in which the declaration 
was made that Chili would be held accountable 
forany further affronts to the representa- 
tives of the United States, but he communi- 
cated the contents as diplomatically as pos- 
sible and received Minister Matta’s assur- 
ances that the United States Government 
need give itself no further concern on that 
score. Since these occurrences Judge of 
Crimes Foster has concluded the investiga- 
tion intothe assault upon the Baltimore’s 
men and the case has been closed. 

It is supposed here that Judge Foster, who 
has of course already formed his opininion 
upon the case, has communicated it to the 
authorities of the Chilian foreign office, as it 
is known that the decision of the Chilian 
Government to make amends to the United 
States has reached Secretary Blaine through 
the usual diplomatic channels. 

NOT YET CLOSED. 

While these facts are very reassuring, it 
cannot be sdid that the Chilian episode is 
closed, The State Department has not re- 
ceived fall details as to the course to be pur- 
sued by Chili, and there may be a wide dl- 
vergence between the Chilian idea ofrep- 
aration and that entertained by the Presi- 
Gent and his cabinet, not to mention the 
American people. It is reported from Valpa- 
Taiso that the two Chillans who 
are convicted by the testimony 
in Judge Foster’s court of having 
stabbed two of the Baltimore’s sailors will be 
imprisoned fora termof years and that an 
apology will be tendered the United States. 
If, upon a careful review of the testimony, it 
shall appear that these two men are the only 
ones who ought to be punished andthat the 
Chillan police had nohandin the outrages 
upon the Americans, itis altogether likely 
that the President willaccept the apology 
and the episode willclose. There is no doubt 
in higher official circles here that the 
affair will be settled in any 
event without. war or bluster 
ofany sort. Ifthe first offer made by Chill 
is not entirely satisfactory, the President 
will not hesitate to say so and it is con- 
fidently believed that the President of the 
little South American Republic and his ad- 
visers will take a reasonable view of the 
matter and accord to the United States rep- 
aration which will be as satisfactory as it is 
just. 


NOT PREPARING FUR WAR. 


NAVAL OFFICIALS CONTRADICT THE MANY 
RECENT RUMORS. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 26.—The state- 
ment published this morning that informal 
assurances have been received from the 
Chilian Government that proper reparation 
will be made forthe assault upon the sailors 
of the Baitimore in Valparaiso, has been the 
sole topic of discussion at the Capitol to-day. 
The confirmation which the story carried 
with it in the official declaration by Assist- 
ant Secretary Soley, that nota single vessel 
of the United States is now under 
orders for Chilian waters, and that 
not a step of any description is 
being taken looking toward a conflict with 
the Chililan Government, has satisfied 
the most skeptical that thereis no further 
danger of war with our little South American 
neighbor. Secretary Soley’s denial of the 
report that Admiral Brown had chartered an 
ocean-going tug and that arrangements were 
being made to mobilize a fleet of merchant 
vessels off the Pacific Coast as transports 
occasioned no little surprise here, for these 
stories have been so persistently reiterated 
that many officials not in position to know 
the facts have been deceived by them. 

Secretary Tracy came to the conclusion 
that it was time to put a stop to these rumors 
and accordingly made the statement pub- 
lished to-day. The baseless rumors which 
have been sent out from Washington have 
caused the Navy Department a great deal of 
annoyance. One report in particular has 
kept several employes of the department 
busy for the past two or three days besides 
entailing a considerable financial loss to the 
owners of certain merchant vessels. The re- 
port that Secretary Tracy was anxious to 
negotiate with all owners of merchant ves- 
sels now lying off the coast of California with 
a view of utilizing the ships as transports 
for troops and provisions resulted in 
a deluge of letters from vessel owners all over 
the country asking to sell or charter to the 
Government every species of ocaft afloat. 
Secretary Tracy was at first amused by these 
communications, but they soon became so 
numerous as todemand attention. The Sec- 
retary, therefore, issued orders that replies 
be sent toallthese ship owners to the effect 
thatthe Government had no use for their 
vessels andthatthe published reports were 
unfounded. When the SUNDAY POSsT- DISPATCH 
correspondent callea at the Navy Depart- 
ment this morning Secretary Tracy was in an 
excellent humor. He said: 

‘*‘It is a little exasperating that so many 
of these rumors which carry their own con- 
tradiction with them should be repeated day 
after day and made the basis of further exag- 
geration and misrepresentation. There is 
absolutely no foundation for any of these 
warlike reports and nothing whatever in the 
situation to warrant their acceptance. Do 
you think for a moment that the United 
States cruiser Boston, which has just ar- 
rived from Valparaiso, would have 
been ordered to San Francisco if the sit- 
vation was as serious as has been 
reported? I do not care to discuss the 
diplomatic phases of this affair, but I will 
say as emphaticaiiy as 1 know how that not 
a single vessel of the navy is now under 
orders to proceed to Chill,’’ 

Assistant Secretary Soley was besieged all 
day with inquiries as to the orders which 
have recently been issued to United States 
war vessels. In reply to an inquiry as to 
the destination of the Charleston, which was 
reported to have sailed from Honolulu for 
Valparaiso on the 17th inst., Mr. Soley said 
that he was positive the Charleston had not 
taken any such course a ap was sure 

not ng to Chill. It issu 
a elie TE oy the mall teameuin’ ari- 
which carried supplementary orders to 
ander of the Charleston, directing 
to San Francisco.

YACHTS AS PRIVATEERS. 


SPEEDY VESSELS WHICH COULD BE UTILIZED In 
THE EVENT OF WAR.

| if it happens, by Almost entirely a naval con- 
flict. A great deal has been published 
in the newspapers to show that the 
maval resources of this country would be 
taxed to their utmost in the event of such a 
conflict. Itis stated that Secretary Tracy’s 
recent Visit here was to look into the possi- 
bility of enlisting the New York Yacht Club’s 
fleet. In aconversation before returning to 
Washington he is said to have spoken highly 
of the war capabilities of the yachts, es- 
pecially the Electra and Alva. If Mr. Tracy 
these yachts among those 
available ure the 
Electra, the Alva, the Corsair, 
the Nourmahal andthe Atlanta, fany one of 
which would do very well fora cruise asa 
privateer to prey upon the merchant marine 
of Ohiltor any other nation with which the 
United States might pecome embroiled in 
war. The Vamoose, the Nowthen, Yankee 
Doodle and Norwood would make excellent 
torpedo or dispatch boats, their great speed 
making it possible forthem to show a clean 
pair of heels to any Ohflian craft that floats 
in the Southern waters. 

The Electra, which is probably the best 
known of any of the yachts mentioned, is the 
property of Elbridge T. Gerry, Commodore of 
the American Yacht Club. She is built of 
steel, schooner rigged, and has a tonnage of 
803.98, quite respectable in a yacht and fairly 
good in a merchant vessel. Her length over 
allis 174 feet. The Electra carries a crew of 
twenty men, hasample cabin and forecastle 
accommodations for officers and marines, 
such as a vessel of her size would seem to de- 
mand, and can make man about thir- 
teen knots an hour if pressed. Shecan carry 
enough coal fora three day’s voyage and 
rides well on a heavy sea. 

The Alva ig the property of Wm, K. Van- 
derbilt and cost that gentleman almost 
$1,000,000 to build and equip. She is in many 
respects the finest and is probably the 
roomiest steam yacht in the world. She is 
made of steel, bark rigged and is nearly 
twice the sizeofthe Electra. Her tonnage is 
600.25and her length over all 285 feet. The 
boat can make about 15to 16 knots an hour. 


— $500,000, as she is understood to be for 
sale. 

The Atalanta belongs to Jay Gould and has 
beem used by him asa pleasure yacht. She is 
lying at her dock in North River and could be 
had if needed. Until the Alva was built the 
Atalanta was the largest steam yacnt in 
American waters, her tonnage being 568.47, 
but thirty-two tons less than the Alva’s. The 
Atalanta is peculiarly adapted to the work 
required of her in a naval war, as she was the 
fastest steam yacht of her size afioat, 
holding the best records for both 
long and short distances. On June 3, 1886, 
she made twenty-two miles against tide in 
one hour and thirteen minutes, the course 
being from the foot of West Twenty-second 
street to Irvington. On this occasion she 
beat the steamer Mary Powell. four lengths. 
On July 15 of the same year she made the run 
from Larchmont to New London, Conn., 
ninety miles, in four hours thirty-four 
minutes and fifty-seven seconds, all of which 
shows that she isa very fast boat. 

The Corsair, which belongstoJ. Pierpont 
Morgan, is much smaller than the Atlanta, 
but sheis large enough to do good service as 
either a cruiser or a torpedo boat. Her hullis 
of fron, which would millitate somewhat 
against her, but as torpedo boats and small 
cruisers don’t count on being hit anyway, 
but ratherjon dodging the big ships, the Cor- 
sair might do, besides, her name is very sug- 
gestive of privateers’ men and their calling. 
Her tonnage is 47:4; herilengtti over all 185 
feet. 

The Nourmhal belongs to Wm. Astor and is 
about the same size asthe Electra. She isof 
steel, bark rigged and is provided with six 
watertight bulkheads, so that she might 
havea great many shots put through her 
without sinking. She is 872.60tonnage, and 
her length overall is 233 feet. She draws 14 
feet3inches water and can run about 15 
Knots an hour. Her estimated 
value is about $200,000. This ex- 
hausts the list of yachts available 
for cruisers or privateers, although there are 
many smali oneg that might do good service, 
such as Gen, Earl’s Normandie, E. S. Stokes’ 
Era Diavolo, J. H, Hannan’s Avenel and the 
like. These are much smaller, however, and 
their use would be attended with great risk. 

Besides these Uncle Sam might avail him- 
self of Frederick Vanderbilt’s new yacht, 
the Conqueror. She is almost as large 
as the Alva and the Atalan- 
ta. For a torpedo boat the 
Now Then would be a splendid one. The 
Vamoose and the Norwood would 0be 
better, and the Yankee Doodlea good one. 
The Now Then is owned by J. E. Addicks and 
at present hails from Boston. She was built 
for Normal L. Munroe by the Herr & Hoff Uo. 
in 1887, is 86 feet 4 inches long over all. 
She was speeded for a record from 
Newport to New York on Jul 

2, 1887, and made the distance in 

hours and 4 minuts. The United States 
torpedo boat Cushing on July 11, 1890, con- 
sumed 5hours and 14 minutes in going from 
the foot of West Twenty-third street, this 
city, to New London, Uonn., a distance of 
about 115 miles, which shows that the Now 
Then compares well with the Cushing as 
a racer. Both boats are of the cigar- 
shape affected by those little streaks of light- 
ning called torpedo boats, and any of tite 
four could blow up a Chillan man-of-war and 

etaway before the latter knew what hurt 
er. 

It willthus be seen thatif war with Chili 
comes New York and her yacht clubs can help 
Uncle Sam a great deal. 


THE FEELING ABROAD. 


DISCUSSING THE DETAILS OF THE COMING WAR 
WITH CHILI. 

Lonpon, Dec. 26.—This week’s Valparaiso 
and Washington advices have caused the ap- 
prehension of war between COnili and the 
United States to deepen. A high officer of 
the army is said to have remarked on Friday 
that the United States could not avoid fight 
ing without incurring the imputation of cow- 
ardice, and that Chili could not apologize 
without humiliation. This is the feeling in 
both army and naval circles as expressed at 
the clubs, and so farhas club opinion gone 
in this direction that many have given up 
talking of the chances of war and are dis- 
cussing its details. 

Publicopinion is almost unaninfous that 
war means the reduction of Chilitoa second 
place in South America and that the United 
States, whatever might be the varying for- 
tunes of events to begin with would not stay 
its hand until Chili was compelled, like Mexi- 
co, to acknowledge the conqueror. 

A noticeable feature of South American war 
talk here isthe evident eagerness of the Pe- 
ruvians and Argentinians, and even the Bra- 
gilians, to see Chill attacked by the United 
States. A lending Peruvian resident of Lon- 
don said to the correspondent of the Interna- 
tional Telegram Oo, that the Peruvians 
would never forget, not $0 mach that they 
have been conquered by the Chilians, as the 
barbarjties per trated. upon them by that 
people. The Chilians could not have been 
more merciless if they had been Huns or 
Vandals insteaa of a nation claiming civil- 
igation, Th mimitted wanton and 
wholly usel and had deprived 
Peru of her ri .

BALMACEDA’S ORUELTY. 


A FORMER ST. LOUIS MERCHANT RESIDING IN

despot like Balmaceda, who, accordingto 
the letter, was Mercilessin his acts and re- 
quired his subjects to obey his will or become 
dis franchised from the ordinary rights of 
citizens. Thestory the merchant relates is 
one of tragedy, plcod, plunder 
and cruelty. The recent revolu- 
tion wus followed, as )l_revolu- 
tions are, by disastrous consequences to ail 
Kinds of business, and many of the most 
solid establishments were hopelessly wrecked 
in the financial crash, and the whole country 
thrown intoa wild state. With this came 
hardships upon the poorer class of 
people. The products of the soil 
Jumped up almost beyond the reach 
of the laboring element, while 
luxuries went so high that they were scarcely 
obtainable by people of comparative wealth. 
EVERYTHING S0LD HIGH. 

In a general way everything went up to 
about four times itg customary worth and 
coffee advanced from 50 cents to $1.50 per 
pound, A pound of tea could not be pur- 
chased for less than from $2.80 to$3, and 
there was not much of it to get at that 
price, Flour was worth $15 and $16 per 
barrel, Butter was very scarce at $1.50 per 
pound; eggs touched as high as 90 cents per 
pound; common chickens sold for $1 to $1.25 
each; starch, 80 cents per pound, and rice 
was 30 cents. Fuel was probably the most 
costly of anything. An ordinary stick 
of cordwood cost 88 cents and many 
were only able to buy twoor three pieces at 
atime. There was little coalin the country 
and what there was came from Liverpool 
and was worth $40 per ton. From Jan. 
1 the rule of censorship not only applied 
to the daily press but absolutely prevented 
the passing of correspondence without at 
first having the authority of Balmaceda., 
An attempt to .evade this law 
meant imprisonment or death at the option 
of the heartless ruler. On Jan. 7, the coun- 
try was under the most stringent military 
law. First the newspapers were confiscated, 
then the mail, telegraphic and even the tele- 
phone service were guarded by military of- 
ficials, the object being to preventa true or 
even partial publicityof the general conditions 
of the trouble in the country. This despot- 
ism grew worse until it became unbearable 
to even those who had at some time in their 
lives been subject to monarchical govern- 
ment. 

BALMACEDA’S TYRANNY. 

To better accomplish his ends President 
Balmaceda was not satisfied to take men 
voluntarily for military service, but he 
robbed them of. every right their 
country gave them, and forced them 
to take up arms against their own 
freedom, and not only this, but he kept them 
without any compensatian except their uni- 
forms and food. Everything at last became 
subject to his will. From the large farms he 
supplied his army with horses and cattle and 
in the city of Santiago he plundered in a 
single day every horse that the street rall- 
roe.d. companies ~ owned, and any 
attempt at intervention from the 
owners meant a bullet in return. The car 
employes themselves were then forced to, 
shoulder arms. Inthe last two months of 
his disgraceful and plundering rule he put 
an embargo upon railroad communication,en- 
tailing an inconventence..upon the people 
such as they had never before experienced 
in the country. No freight was _ either 
allowed ta be received or sent out 
of the towns for six weeks or 
more, so that the result was a bitter hard- 
ship. Every congressman.and. minister who 
was known to beopposed to tte presidetit’ s 
wishes was imprisoned and there were sev- 
eral who had the courage to proclaim them- 
selves loyal tothe people. No one was per- 
mitted to express his sentiments aloud 
against the outrage, or he too would 
be forced into dark and dingy 
prison cells. None but the military 
authorities were allowed to work the streets 
after dark. 

LET BLOCKS BURN. 
Several times there were disastrous confia- 


prations in San Bernarddé. and blocks of fine 
a 


nd costly business structures were allowed 
to go down into ashes without¢their owners 
being allowed to try torsave them. Every 
man who had property of any kind and who 
was even suspiciously considered inimical to 
Balmaceda’s rule, suffered as a penalty the 
destruction or loss of their houses or goods. 
The oan to these unheard-of lawsina 
Republic became so great that the people 
would no longer remain submissive even 
under the most rigid penalties. The out- 
growth of these constant outrages was 
the formation of, the opposition 
party. Befare this was accomplished 
theer was much blood shed, however. 
The President had at command an army of 
87,000 men, ana to overcome this was not a 
little dificult. Amongthe frst efforts at the 
organization of the revolutionists was made 
in a town called Cane. There gathered 
about fifty young men between 16 and 20 
years of age, who avereny armed them- 
selves and drilled to battle for freedom, 
Government spies, however, were not un- 
watchful and the news was soon carried to 
Balmaceda. He sent several regiments to 
Cane, and it was but short work to over- 
power the handful ofrevolutionists. In the 
scrimmage that ensued about fifteen of them 
were shot to death, and the others were 
taken prisoners to be horribly murdered. 

AWFUL PERSECUTIONS. 

They were hanged upon trees and torn 
apart limb from limb and their eyes torn, out 
of their sockets. The poor victims cried 
aloud for death in their awful torment and 
despair. Their flendish persecutors wound 
up their bloody work by saturating them 
with coal olland burning them toacrisp. The 
people could stand the villainy Of the dicta- 
tor nu longer. Regiment after regiment 
of revolutionists formed, numbering in all 
about 9,000. On the 28th day of August, after 
seyeral battles, they were victorious, 
having in their ossession the  sea- 
coast between Valparaiso and San- 
tiago, On the day following they gained 
possession of Santiago, ithe capital city. In 
the conflict 15,000 of Balmaceda’s men were 
killed and wounded and 2,000 of the Iinsur- 
ents, 
oThe letter states that the country is now 
quieting down and an election will follow in 
three or four months. ‘

ON OLD LINES. 


John Parnell Fails in His Mission 
of Peace to Ireland. 


The Rival Factions Determined to Con- 
tinue the Fight. 


BRITISH TORIES SHOUTING OVER THE 
DEFEAT OF DAVITT. 


The Life of the Present Parliament the 
Subject of Speculation Among English 
Politicians—Modern Ideas of Education 
in Scotland—The Prince of Wales En- 
joys an Amateur Musical Entertain- 
ment—London Topics. 


DUBLIN, Dec. 26,—Results so far indicate 
that John Parnell will failto unite the war- 
ring Irish factions. Success at Waterford in 
electing Redmond and defeating Davitt has 
turned the heads of the Parnellites, They 
now cry ‘‘No quarter!’’ 

John Parnell, who is looked upon asthe 
peer of his brather, and who is probably 
acting in behalf of his brother’s widow, has 
been using his influence to persuade the ex- 
ecutive of the Irish League to stop all legal 
action against Justin McCarthy.in regard to 
the Paris Fund. It is stated that John Par- 
nell is imbued with the idea that the only 
hope of salvation for the Irish cause is to 
effect a reconciliation between the two fac- 
tions, thus restoring public confidence and 
harmonizing all the various leaders. 

This isa very gooa scheme and one that 
should’ commend itself to all conservative 
thinkers ifthere are any such to be found 
among Irish politicians, but its success is 
more than doubtful, 

Since the Waterford election the leaders are 
less inclined to listen to the pacific advice of 
Mr. Parnell and seem determined to carry on 
the war on the old lines. 

The joy of the Engiish Tories over Davitt’s 
defeatis almost hysterical. Some of the 
party organs liken Davitt to O’Donovan 
Rossa, and scornfully declare that Rossa is as 
eligible to Parliament as Davitt, and would 
probably stand as good a chance as a candi- 
date. 

The leaders of the Redmond faction are al- 
ready preparing for a thorough reorganiza- 
tion in Great Britain as well as in Ireland. 
The organization in Great Britain used to be 
of the greatest service to Parnell as a weapon 
for holding over English and Scotch candi- 
dates ip close constituencies. In London, 


cities both of Scotia nd and there is 
an Irish ‘popiilation large enough in some 
boroughs to carry an election one way or the 
other. In the southwest of Scotland the 
population of Irish birth and parentage is 
very numerous indeed, almost if not quite as 
numerous as the Scotth-Irish population of 
Ulster. As a rule the Irish in Great Britain 
were warm admirers of Parnell, and the in- 
dications are that the majority were attached 
to him to the last. 

The English Liberal members of Parliament 
will feel in one respect a sense of relief from 
Davitt’s overthrow. Had he been elected 
they would have had to decide the delicate 
question of admitting an ex-convict to the 
House ofCommons. No matter how patriotic 
Davitt’s motives may have been, his convic- 
tion ofa high crime has technically placed 
him in the same category with the infamous 
criminals whose punishment he shared, and 
the admission of an ex-convict of that class 
to Parliament wouid have beena step to test 
the Liberality of even Gladstone. Oontrary 
to statements that have been made there is 
nothing in English law to keep the House of 
Commons from admitting to a seat any per- 
sons whom it chooses to admit, but prece- 
dent with Englishmen is as sacred asthe law, 
and it is certain that Davitt would never have 
been seated even had he been elected. 

Davitt has not had a lucky life. Nine years 
he spent in prison. He started the Land 
League but Parnell controlled it. He founded 
a newspaper lately but it failed. He 
might have entered Parliament for 
any Irish constituency in three 
southern provinces until November 
oflast year. Atthat timehe declined par- 
liamentary honors. Now he seeks them and 
is defeated. There issome talk of finding 
him another constituency, but Irish polli- 
ticlans think it hardly worth while, witha 
general election so near,to have another 
contested election. 


THME OF DISSOLUTION, 


THE LIFE OF PARLIAMENT NOW A PRIME PO- 
LITICAL TOPIC, 

Lonpon, Dec. 16.—Wherever politicians 
meet in London, the question arises as to 
what is to be the timeof the dissolution. 
This subject was frequently referred to at 
length at several gatherings of politicians 
to-day. This was because a member of the 
Government whose official duty brings him 
much into association with the Prime Minis- 
ter has openly expressed his view on the sub- 
ject. He said that throughout the year Mr. 
Balfour has been determined upon the intro- 
duction next session of the Irish local gov- 
ernment bill. Mr. Balfour carefully pledged 
himself to that effect soon after the close of 
last session, when he had not thought of 
leading the House next year, and 
now he has, with _ still greater 
care, repeated the pledge. In conse- 
quence, there is no. longer 
for doubt that when the poe wel 
Bench will be for the introduction of this 
measure. But it is added, while the intro- 
duction of the Irish local government bill is 
certain, the Government is very much in- 
clined towards a dissolution at the end of 
May session, which has been declared in 
speech from the throne, to be the most con- 
venient. Should this be the cage, elections 
rural districts will take place between the 
hay and corn harvests. 

According to a member of the Cabinet, the 
Government is not very anxious to pass the 
Irish local government law, nor is it very 
confident that the majority in committee will

RIGHTS OF PROPERTY. 


BRITISH DUKES FORM A COMBINATION FOR PRO- 
TECTION—LONDON TOPICS. 

Loypor, Dec. 26.—The Property Protection 
Society which has the Duke of Westminster, 
the Duke of Norfolk and the Duke of Portland 
among its Vice-Presidents, has again ad- 
dressed a letter to the property owners of 
London, stating that it had resolved to resist 
the ‘‘numberous schemes subversive of the 
rights of property which have of late years 
been advocated by Parliament and the coun- 
try,’’ and asking for subscriptions to 
Gefray the expenses of the society. 

the schemes mentioned 
letter are lease- hold 
franchisement, the taxation of ground rents, 
attempts to piace an undue share of imperial 
taxation upon real property, propogals to 
tamper with mining royalties, and various 
schemes for the ‘‘appropriation of the 
unearned increment.’’ The very wealthy 
personages who have sent out this appeal 
have to lament that unless funds are largely 
increased, they will find it impossible to ex- 
tend their efforts. The council of the associa- 
tion includes of Lord Salisbury, the Duke of 
Bedford, the Marquis of Bute and Lord Port- 
man, 

The reports which have been circulated re- 
garding an epidemic of eczema in London 
are greatly exaggerated. They would seem 
to imply that the epidemic has just begun, 
whereas cases of the kind were noticed so 
long ago as July last. The anomalous form 
of symptoms described as eczematous have 
shown themselves among the patients in the 
three work-house infirmaries; two months 
ago several patients were attacked in two 
other public institutions and only a a few 
new cases have been reported In these insti- 
tutions since. Inasmuch as the affection 
seems to be confined to the infirmaries in 
question it was thought that its occurrence 
was due to some local condition, but every 
effort has been made to ascertain whether 
this was really the case. Nothing definite, 
however, was discovered.

LONDON’S FOG, 


THE STREET TRAVEL IMPEDED AND BUSINESS 
GREATLY DEMORALIZED. 

LONDON, Dec. 2#.—The railway service has 
been completely disorganized by the fog, 
even express being delayed from four to five 
hours, andthe timetables have been alto- 
gether discarded. Everything has been run 
in a gO as you can fashion. The 
channel boats, both at Dover and Holyhead, 
have not been able tocross. The stations 
are blocked with freight and angry passen- 
gers. The street traffic in London hag been 
impossible. The ‘busses could not run 
and money would not tempt the 
cabmen to venture out. Nobody can tell 
how many people who lost their way in the 
fog walked off bridges and docks into the 
Thames, but no fewer than eight bodies of 
people accidentally drowned were discovered 
in one afternoon. Buildings were allowed to 
burn, and much valuable property has been 
destroyed simply because the fire engines 
could not leave their stations. Nor was the 
Stygian darkness confined to London. All 
England seems to have been enveloped in It. 
The City of Paris was at anchor for nine 
hours before she dared to venture out of the 
Mersey.

Grand Duke Sergius Suspected a 
Treason Against the Czar. 


He Will Be Dismissed From Office and 
May Be Exiled. 


CHECKING CORRUPTION WAS REALLY 
HIs ONLY CRIME. 


Wealthy Residents of Moscow Petition 
for His Removal From the Governors 
ship of Moscow—Acts of Tyranny AF 
leged Against the Duke—Why Queen 
Victoria’s Grand-daughter Renounced 
Her Religion—Scandal Avoided. 


BERLIN, Dec. 26.—Contradictory stories are 
received here concerning the Grand Duke 
Sergius, brother of the Czar, who last spring 
was appointed Governor of Moscow. At the 
beginning of the present month it was said 
that the Grand Duke was making himself 
very unpopular by his efforts to suppress 
fraudulent practices growing out of the cor- 
ruption for which the Russian official world 
is notorious. 

One scandal in which the Grand Duke is 
said to have intervened was the misappro- 
priation of $12,000 which had been sent to the 
Orla Branch of the Red Cross Society for 
relief purposes among the sufferers in the 
famine-stricken provinces. The Czarina is 
the chief patroness of this branch ofthe Red 
Cross Society. The Grand Duke recently 
gave from his private purse 40,000 roubles for 
the sufferers, but the fact that he has inter- 
fered with the stealing of the 
famine money has caused him to be 
very unpopular witha certain wealthy and 
influential class, who are doing their utmost 
to secure his removal from office. -He is 
charged by this class with taking advantage 
of the authority conferred upon him by the 
Czar and with playing the part of a tyrant. 
They say that his peremptory behavior is an 
insult to them, and so determined are they to 
have the power abridged, they have prepared 
and forwarded to the Czara petition praying 
for his removal from the office of Governor of 
Moscow. 3 

The advices received to-day state that the 
Czar suspects his brother of ‘‘nursing ambi- 
tious desgigns,’’ though the nature of these 
designs ina country where all social and po- 
litical honors emanaté from the Czar, is not 
stated. It is added that the Czar has beef go 
impressed by the array of evidence presented 
to him against the Grand Duke thatitis his 
intention to send him into exile. 

An illustration of the ‘‘tyranny’’ of the 
Grand Duke is given. It appears that he 
gave orders recently that the norse races at

VIENNA, Dec, 26.—The troubles between 
France and Bulgaria are still causing much 
anxiety in the diplomatic world of Europe. 
M. Radosaloff, the ex-Prime Minister of Bul- 
garia, who was in office when the election of 

prince Ferdinand of Coburg took place, said 
fn an interview regarding the Chadouine 
affair: ‘‘M, Stambuloff must have consulted 
Germany and Austria before he took the step 
ofexpelling M. Chadouine. He must have 
received an intimation that such a_ proceed- 
ing would receive the support of the Kalisers. 
The news which Chadouine transmitted was 
less severe than the account of the horrors 


committed under the rule of M. Stam 
buloff which was recently published 
in the Bulgarian Conservative  or- 
organ, the WNarodini Parava. The de- 


scription of these horrors would make any 
human being shudder. But, more than this, 
even M. Stambuloff’s papers openly avow 
that all these cruelties have been, are anv. 
will be committed, The organs referred to, 
itis true, at least tried to excuse M, Stam- 
buloff, saying that these acts are committed 
inorder tosaye his country. Now when It 
istaken into consideration that these Bul- 
garian papers publish just such stories of 
cruelties committed under the orders of M. 
Stambuloff, as were sent out by M. Chadouine 
_tohis paper, it would seem that Germany 
had instructed M, Stambuloff to take the first 
and most favorable opportunity of rebuffing 
France in order that Germany might appear 
fs a great power coming to the rescue of an 
infant powerso as to save it from being 
crushed by a giant nation.

_ Bequently very few facts regarding the case 
of M. Kareveloff have been sent across the 
Bulgarian frontier. M. Kareveloff has been 
detained, with over one hundred other per- 
sons, in prison for nine months on a. charge 
of being implicated ina plot to assassinate 
M. Stambuloff. It seems that the trial will 
shortly take place. The accused, including 
ex-Ministers, an ex-Regent and many of the 
leading statesmen of the land, will be dealt 
with by court-martial under an exceptional 
law for the repression of highway robbery in 
the mountains. What is most astonishing is 
that one of the European diplomatic agents 
in Sofia recommends this plan of dealing with 
political adversaries as if they were common 
brigands. Those who accuse the constitu- 
tional party in Bulgaria of being paid Kus- 
sian agents would do well to read what the 
&t. Petersburg papers say on the subject, the 
Novo Vremya and the Ausski Vestnik. They 
would find M. Lancoff abused in the most un- 
merciful way. If that’ gentleman and his 
friends still hide their poverty in the Russian 
capital, it is because there is no other course 
open to them.’’ 

When M,. Lancoff was in Constantinople he 
was accused of inciting the Porte to invade 
Bulgaria. When he removed to Belgrade the 
Servian press maintained that he was or- 
ganizing arevolt in Macedonia; and at the 
present time the professors of the high 
schools in Belgrade (a powerful political par- 
ty in Servia), are continually writing tothe 
Russian authorities to say that he is an 
enemy of Russia and wishes to depose the 
young King Alexander. 

Asa matter of factthe veteran statesman 
desires nothing but cofstitutional freedom 
for his fellow countrymen, and his whole hfe 
has beep devoted to this end.

lines between the British and French spheres 
of influence in West Africa. The principal 
question which was evinced was the delimt- 
tation of the boundary lines between the Brit- 
ish colony of Sierra Leone and that of Sena- 
gambia. This was provisionally settled by 
an agreement entered into by the English 
and French Governments in August, 1889, 
upon certain geographical lines, and it was 
arranged at the sume time that commissions 
of delimitation might be appointed to trace 
upon the spot, wherever necessary, the line 
of demarcation between the English and 
French possessions. ‘These commissions 
have been appointed and are now on the 
way to Africa for the purpose of marking 
out the boundary. 

It was feared by the British and other mer- 
chants interested in the trade of Sierra Le- 
one that unlessthe importance of the work 
which the commission had in hand was prop- 
erly considered, the commerce of this colony 
would be seriously jeopardized. French 
military, or semi-military agents, have for 
some time past been advancing towards 
**Hinterland’’ of Sierra Leone, doing their 
best to divert the caravans higher to carrying 
ona substantial trade between the Upper 
Niger and Sierra Leone to the French ports 
of Senagambia. So long as the diverted trade 
came at length, as it has done, to Free Town, 
the commercial capital of Sierra Lecne, the 
British merchants have made no complaints, 
In view, however, of the de- 
clared policy of the French Govern- 
ment to secure the markets of their 
colonies to French producers by the 
imposition of differential duties upon foreign 
imports, the question of delimitatioa of 
boundary became avery serious one, and it 
was feared that the trade of Sierra Leone 
might by the stopping of intercourse with 
the interior be ruined, During the past week, 
letters were received by the members of the 
deputation to the effect that their conference 
was too late as France is already in posses- 
sionof the whole region from which the 
colony derives its trade. ‘ 
Lord Knutsford virtually admitted to-day, 
that he and his colleagues hrd made up their 
minds to let Frauce have her own way in 
West Africa, even thoughit should result in 
sweepifig out the British colonies of Sierra 
Leone. It is stated that Lord Salisbury in the 
treaty he is now endeavoring to negotiate 
with France, in order to buy offher fishery 
claims on the Newfoundland Coast, proposes 
among other things, to cede the Hervey 
Group of islands and the colony of Lagos.

AN AUTHORITY SAYS THEY WILL LEAD THE 
WORLD—THEATRICAL EVENTS, 


PaRis, Dec. 26.—Mme. De Lagrange of 
Paris, the well - known professor of 
singing, said yesterday: ‘‘American opera 
singers are rapidiy becoming the 
first of the world. France is_ pro- 
ducing no great prima donnas. Weare rely- 
ing on foreigners to interpret our best operas. 
It seems strange that France, which has 
given to the world s0 many superb 
singers, should now fail to pro- 
duce a singie one, Perhaps we may 
here perceive a sign of the much 
talked of decline of the French race. At any 
rate, America ‘seems free from this failing, 
for that country is now producing the purest 
voices, which are fast Decomingthe most 
prized on our lyric stage, 1 know singers in 
the American colony in Paris whose voices 
would assure their possessors certain success 
at the opera. But their families object to 
their entering upon a professional! life.’’ 
Mme. Adiny, the American prima donna, 
who has been ote of the principal singers at 
the Paris Opera for the past five or six years, 
will probably sever her connection with that 
institution this winter. In June she will 
come to London for the Covent Garden sea- 
son,and there is talk of her making an Amer- 
ican tour, 

An oid regulation affecting some of the 
theaters of Paris, which savors of the feudal 
age, and which not many persons know of 
outside of Paris, was that which forbade 
ladies from occupying orchestra seats in the 
Opera Comique, the Odeon and the Comedie 
Francaise was repealed by the authorities a 
few daysago. These were the only theaters 
in which the rule obtained, the others having 
discarded it longago and it is a matter of 
wonder that these three theaters should have 
permitted such an absurd restriction to exist 
forsolong atime. Singular to say many 
habitues of the Theatre Comique are protest- 
ing vigorously against the change and some 
of the newspapers have already commenced 
a discussion of the annoying habit of ladies 
wearing hats in the theater. 


LONDON THEATRICAL EVENTS. 
LonpdeN, Dec. 26.—From present indi- 
cations the Christmas week  theatricals 
promise to be exceedingly brisk. The 
reappearance of the Galety Company 
in ‘‘Cinderella Up To Date,’’ was a sig- 
nalforaswarming of the Galety habitues. 
The company was accorded a most hearty re- 
ception by the great crowd of ardent admir- 
ers who thronged the theater, but the pit vig- 
orously hissed at the end of the perform- 
ance. i 
Another event of the week was Grace Haw- 
thorne’s effective personation of Nancy 
in the American version of ‘‘Oliver Twist’’ at 
the Olympic. 

Mr. Celler’s illness and consequent inability 
to finish the orchestration have compelled 
the postponement ofthe dress rehearsal at 
the Lyric of ‘*‘The Mountebanks,’’ the opera 
which is the collaboration of himself and Gil- 
bert.

GAMBLING AT NICE, 


FETE TO BE GIVEN IN THE INTERESTS OF A 
LOCAL SYNUVICATE, 


NICE, Dec. 26.—It was announced in the 
newspapers of yesterday that the first fete of 
the organization known as the Syndicate of 
Loca! Interests will be held here on Jan. 7and 
the balance of the week. This syndicate has 
been the cause of some agitation during 
the week although it was dragged into the 


cae 


matter ina rather round-about way. Anap- 
plication was made to the Prefect of 
the Alps Maritime for permission to 


establish a gambling house at Nice, and the 


official made reply that he would grant 
this permission only on the condition 
that it was unanimously indorsed 


by the Nice press. The newspapers at Nice 
were willing enough that the gambling 
should go on, Dut they exacted the condition 
for advocating it that all the profits of the 
gambling for the fete week should goto the 
syndicate, which they claim was doing a 
great work in advertising Nice asa winter 
resort, 
This disposition of their profits the proprie- 
tors of the projected gwambDling scheme re- 
fused to agree to, and not only that, but they 
insist upon a payment from the syndicate for 
the use of the Casino buildings, which 
are owned by them, and in which 
a portion of the fete istobe held. Here the 
matter stands to-day, and as there is only 
another week for the gamblers to make up 
their minds, they mustelther come around 
very quickly or close up their establishmet. 
What encouragement there isto put vast 
sums of money intonew gambling establish- 
ments it is difficult tounderstand. At this 
moment the only establishment of that 
sort doing any business worth consider- 
ing is the Monte Carlo Casino, and 
even in that place the only playerof any 
dash just now, is the Duke de Dino, The 
others risk only small sums and play care- 
fully. A few swells here complain of the con- 
dition of affairs which compares so unfavor- 
ably with the prosperity of the place under 
the administration of the Pere Blanc and an 
Englishman goes so far as to publish a letter 
in the Christmas newspapers complaining of 
the number of thieves who haunt these dens 
and seize winnings which do not belong to 
them, and likewise assalls the management 
because it employs so many detectives, or 
overseers, as they are termed, that one does 
not know whether he is contending with a 
legitimate player ora spy. 
Despite all these faults thatare found with 
the gaming of the present,a gentleman who 
has been identified as a prominent silk manu- 
facturers from Lyons, succeeded in losing a 
sufficient sum to induce him to go last 
Wednesday to Eze, a little place between 
Nice and Monaco, and leap from the rocks 
into the sea, drowning himself. Documents 
in his pockets prepared forthe purpose of 
identification plainly showed his losses to 
have been considerable and explained that in 
consequence of them he killed himself. 


A DUKE IN DEBT. 


D’UZES’ ESTATE HEAVILY MORTGAGED—THE 


DUC D’ORLEANS. 


PARIS, Dec, 26.—An injunction was issued 
yesterday by the civil tribunal of the Depart- 
ment ofthe Seine by which Maitre d@’Elino 
was appointed ‘‘Consell Judiciare’’ of the 
Duc D’Uzges, that nobleman having con- 
tracted numerous debts and having effected 
heavy mortgages on his estate to the amount 
of nearly two million francs, The Duchess 
D’Uzes applied last November to have her 
son’s property controlled, but the young 
man failing toputin an appearance before 
the council she wrote to the President of the 
city tribunal, and the injunction was given 
by default, the Duc D’Uzes having no legal 
representative at the court and being himself 
absent during the proceedings. It may be 
mentioned inthis connection that the young 
Duke is one of the bosom friends of the Duc 
D’Orleans, whose uncle, the Duc D’Aumale, 
has, in accordance with the latest 
report, struck the name of that 
young worthy from his will, so that on his 
death the whole of the property will gz0 to 
Prince Henri of Orleans. The reason as- 
signed for this isthe relation which exists 
between Mme. Melba, the prima donna, and 
the Duc d’Orleans, which has created so 
great a scandal throughout Europe.

Itappearsthat on the Gath of 
the painter an inventory of his works was con. 
fided to two experts of incontestable ability 
Messrs. Mallet and Bars, the former having 


been chosen by Charles Meissonier and 
Mme. Egley, and the latter by 
the widow. When the experts presented 


their report M, Melssonier refused to accept 
their estimate and detaanded an immediate 
saie of the entirecollection. So it has been 
decided to carry the case Into the courts, the 
widow having insisted on a sale by auction of 
all the unsold works of her late husband 
which can be disposed of in no other way. 
The ingenious art swindler and counter- 
feiter, Paul Barlox, many of whose works 
have been bought at high prices by Amert- 
cans of wealth who were attacked with the. 
Millet fever, has just been arrested and ex- 
posed at Cherborg, where he worked, al- 
though all his sales were made in Paris.

A SISTER’S SAD DISCOVERY, 


Romantic Marriage of Two Young Ger- 
man Lovers—Their Separation and Fate, 

MascCOUTAH, Ill., Dec, 26.—A correspond- 
ence has been going on for some time be- 
tween Mme, Adaline Bonne of Paris, France, 
and a gentleman of this city relative to the 
fate of the Exstein family that once lived in 
this vicinity. Mrs, Exstein was a sister of 
Mme, Bonne, and the latter lady has been 
endeavoring for several years to find her 
lost sister, She traced her to New York 


many years ago, and found out then that she 
lived with her husband in the State of 
lilinois, That was as near as she ever came 
of finding trace of her sister’s whereabouts 
until nearly a quarter of a century after her 
sister’s tragic death. 

The story of the life and death of the Ex- 
stein family is a romantic and tragicone. It 
begins in the Fatherland almost a half 
century ago. George Exstein wasthe son of 
a prominent man in Germany; indeed, it is 
nat that royal blood coursed through -his 
veins, 

When quite a young man George Exstein 
fellin love with Miss Caroline. Bidda, the 
pretty daughter of a German peasant 
who lived in the neighborhood 
of the Exstein home. The love affair 
met, as might ‘have been expected, 
with the bitter disapproval of his family. 
They did everything in their power to break 
off the attachment forthe girl whom they 
considered unfit te become the wife of an 
Exstein. Young Gecrge, however, in the 
face of allof the bitter opposition upon the 
part of his family, remained true to his 
peasant sweetheart. Heeloped with her and 
they were married without the Knowledge or 
approval _ of their people. George’s 
father was wild witn rage when 
he heard of his son’s secret marriage to the 
peasant’s daughter. The affair caused guite 
a stir in the village in Fatherland. 

A short time after their marriage George 
and his wife returned tothe Exstein mansion 
ior parental forgiveness. The eider Exstein 
himself met them at the door and turned 


them away with a father’s curse. The 
young couple were sadly disap- 
pointed at thig reception aud 
they bravely determined to leave 


forever their native landand seek a home in 
the land of promise beyond the great Atlan- 
tic Ocean. Their little belongings were 
packed up and they sailed for America. After 
reaching this country the couple came direct 
to this county and settled down upon a farm, 
They were very poor at first, but by indus- 
trious habits and strict economy they man- 
aged in the course ofa few years to buy their 
own farm and were ina fairway to become 
weeny country people. A little girl came 
to brighten their home shortly after their 
arrival and as the years passed by she grew 
to beautiful womanhood. The years rolled 
by and the Exstetn family continued to grow 
in wealth, The outcast family was bappy in 
their comfortable home in the land of their 
adopted country, 

Then a letter came from the Fatherland 


for George Erxrstein earin the 
official seal of’ a’ pro inent man 
in Germany. It was said that 


forgiveness had at last been offefed to the 
disobedient son, and he with his family was 
asked toreturn to the Fatherland. Be that 
as it May the letter was never answered and 
ie family continued to live on the farm near 
ere. 
Something overtwenty years ago a neigh- 
boring farmer was passing the Exstein house 
one cold winter’s day. He noticed that there 
was ho sinoke coming from the chimneys 
of the farm house, and he also 
heard the stock calling loudly for food. The 
farmer, satisfied that something was wrong, 
alighted to investigate. Ihe sight that met 
his eyes when he opened the door was terri- 
ble. There on the floor was the corpse of the 
woman for whom George Exstein gave up his 
eople and his inheritance. Near her was 
he daughter also cold and rigid in death. On 
the bed n the same room was found 
George Exstein, the once petted sonof a 
German nobleman, dying a terrible death. 
Physicians were hastily summoned, but aid 
came too late; George Exstein joined nis 
wife and daughter upon the other shore the 
following day. 
The cause of the sudden death of father, 
mother and daughter is not positively known, 
but it Was thought at the time that the fam- 
ily was poisoned in some unknown manner. 
There are three modest tomb stones side by 
side inthe grave yard near here that mark 
oer resting place of the outcast Exstein 
a y.

IN A SEA OF FIRE. 


Shoppers and Store Employes Penned in 
by Flames, 


SMOLDERING RUINS MARK. THE SITE OF 
EIGHT BUILDINGS, 


—— | 
Nearly a Million Lost—Miraculous Escage 
of the Imprisoned Women-—The Sav- 
ings of a Lifetime Gone—A Panic at 
Foutiec — Burning Drugs — The Daily 
Fire Record. 


OHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Dec. 26.—At 2 o’clock 
this afternoon flames were discovered in the 
immense retail dry goods store of D. B. 
Loveman & Co,, onthe corner of Market and 
Eighth streets. Almost simultaneously the 
flames burst from the windows of the buiid- 
ing. The excitement was intense. About 
one hundred girls were employed in the store 
and they were wild in their efforts to escape. 
Up the elevator shaft and stairway the flames 
shot and all avenues of escape were soon cut 
off. The store was crowded with ladies and 
they enacted a scene that defies description. 
After the stairways had been burned two 
women, Mrs, Hurst anda Miss Johnson, were 
seen atthe second story window calling for 
aid. Around them the flames leaped and the 
heat became unbearable. The firemen were 
just running the big extension ladder up to 
the window when they leaped from the 
place of safety into the, street, 
Mrs. Hurst was carried to herhome. she isa 
widow with fivechildren, It is rumored that 
twelve girls are buried in the debris but 
there seems to be no foundation for the ru- 
mor. Aterrific wind was blowing probably 
twenty-five miles an hour, and the fire spread 
rapidly while the department was powerless. 

The Mayor telegraphed to Atlanta, Knox- 
ville and Nashville for assistance, and they 
hastened on their departments as fast as 
possible, The Knoxville department was 
soon on the road on a special train. 
| The losses will amount to $860,000, although 
the estimate may be higher; insurance prob- 
ably $600,000. 

The Times and Press offices were both in 
danger, while the Cobweb Club burned and 
the Moccasin Club was threatened, 

The losers are: D. B. Loveman & Co., L. 
©, Erskine & Co., Christie & Co., Union Tea 
Co., Fourth National Bank, Swartz Bros., 
Chamber of Commerce, Lookout Mountain 
Guards’ armory, W. B. Speer, about one 
hundred offices of the Southern Bank & Trust 
Co,, A. B. Tschopik and P, Fleming & Co, 
Two people were run over by a fire-engine 
and seriously hurt. 

The fire was almost exiinguished at 7p. m, 
Tired and dirty, the firemen and citizens re- 
turned to their homes, with the exception 
of the guard, who are playing upon the ruins 
and watching the damaged goods. Where 
yesterday stood eight bulldings, now lie two 
acres of ruin and debris, and it is feared 
there are several employes of the Loveman 
store buried under the walls, Noone knows 
whether this is true. 

The leap for life made by Mrs. R. H. Hurst 
and Miss Dolly Johnson threw the 5,000 spec- 
tators intoa state of great excitement and 
the wildest sort of rumors were indulged in. 
Mrs. Hurst may recover, and Miss Johnson 
is thought to be not seriously hurt, 

The wind was blowing a perfect.gale when 
the fire started, andit spread rapidly until 
the eight bulldings had been consumed. The 
fire departments .were miserably managed, 
the mismanagement being largely respon- 
sible for the spreading of the flames. The 
Cobweb Club rooms are wrecked, and the 
Young Men’s Republican Club and Chamber 
of Commerce are large losers. The Public 
Library was badly damaged by water and 
smoke and two banks,the Fourth National and 
Southern Bank & Trust Co., are gutted. The 
exact loss is about $816,000, with nearly $600, - 
oo insurance.

About a year ago the part of 
the country in which the Simses live was 
flooded with counterfeit money. Detectives 
were put on the matter, but nothing was 
discovered.It is said that Bob Sims circulated 
this money, and that he derived his wealth 
from his connection with counterfeiters in 
the North. His many trips to New York, 
Chicago and other cities were no doubt made 
in coanection with this business. The outlaw 
ae the Eepusares of being the coolest man in 

e Sdyth. 


A mob of neighbors who seven years ago 
drove‘Sims from his home intended to lynch 
him. Bob was standing at the foot of the 
tree. The rope was around his neck and 
hanging overalimb. Theother end wasin 
the hands of his enemies. He was ordered 
to prepare for death. He didsoby makinga 
speech in which he scaredthe mob so they 
let him off, but hounded him out of the 
country. He told them that if they murdered 
him his spirit would haunt them, their 
families and their homes forever. His body 
might die, he said, but his spirit would jump 
into some other body, and would be the 
curse oftheir existence. Bob is a forcible 
speaker, and when aroused he is like glowing 
fire. is words were too strong for the ig- 
noragt men of his district. 

In August, 1889, Sims started a monthly pub- 
lication called The Veil ie Rent. It is a three- 
column folio, eight by fourteen inches. Sims 
purchased the type and a band press and his 
daughters learned typesetting. That they 
succeeded has been proven by the remark- 
able neatness ofthe publication. Many peo- 
ple thought it was printed in Chicago or New 
York. Sims’ daughters and cousins, however, 
say that they did all the work themselves. 
Bob’s utterances in this paper gathered round 
him the wrath ofthe country people. They 
called him ‘‘a reg’lar Anarchist.’’ His writ- 
ings showed that he had a wonderfui knowl. 
edge of the Bible. He could repeat any chap- 
ter from memory without hesitation. 

Aug. 26, last, a United States Marshal start- 
ed out to storm the Sims ‘stronghold and 
break upthe still. Withastrong posse he 
succeeded, and Sims was captured and taken 
to Bladon Springs, about thirty-three miles 
distant. Owing to negligence of the guards 
he was rescued by his friends, and the hor- 
rible atrocities committed during the melee 
maddened the community, and a resolve was 
made to utterly destroy the whole Sims sect. 
In the hut where he was confined the guard 
and a Dr. Pugh,a young physician, were 
eating watermelon. Sims’ two brothers and 
his son appeared atthe door. The two men, 
realizing that a rescue was intended, sprang 
for their guns, but before they could reach 
them three shots rang out,and they dropped 
in theirtracks. Pugh was killed instantly, 
shot through the heart. The guard was mor- 
tally wounded. Bob was placed ona horse 
and the outlaws galloped away in the dark- 
ness. 


A half dozen members of the Sims gang 
made a short stand outside of the hut to en- 
able Bob to get clear, and then made a break 
for their horses. By thistime guards, depu- 
ties and citizens were on the spot, anda short 
battle ensued. The Simses backed away as 
rapidly as they could towardtheir horses. 
Balley,the young son of the outlaw,was killed. 
Two or three others were wounded. A negro 
citizen was killed and a few were wounded, 
but it was, luckily, toodark to do accurate 
shooting. On reaching their horses the Simses 
hastily mounted and galloped away, followed 
me Bem deputies and citizens. Jim Sims was 
about the last one to get away. He was well 
mounted and soon caught up with the boys 
ahead. When within twenty yards of them, 
however, he was shot by Neil Sairs, who 
mistook him for one of the pursuers. As he 
fell to the ground he exclaimed: ‘‘Oh, Neil, 
you have shot me!’’ Neil turned back and in 
an instant had his arms around the man,sup- 
porting his head. The pursuers were close 
upon him and Jim urged him to flee, ‘‘Ilam 
done for,’’ he said, ‘*‘but you must goon and 
help save Bob and the boys.’’ Jim gave him 
hi. gun and they Kissed each other. The next 
minute Neil had mounted andamid a storm 
of bullets was on his way to the hills, 

The pursuing party came up with Jim, and 
sent back fora wagon. It was long coming 
and so they carried him back to the hotel, He 
was piaced in a room anda guard was set 
over him. His agony was so great that he 
prayee his guard to end his misery by shoot- 

ng him. The guard, after much persuasion, 

reluctantly drew his revolver and shot et Jim 
twice as he lay on the floor. His shots showed 
the effects of nervousness for they did not 
kill. Jim exclaimed: ‘‘You are a poor 
marksman,’’ and fainted. The shooting had 
startled the already excited citizens and they 
hurried tothe scene expecting another res- 
cue. indignation ran high at the guard’s 
actions, for the bloodthirsty throng wanted 
Jimfor their own purpose. A doctor was 
sent for and found five wounds, none of which 
were fatal. Jim’s arm was broken,his cheek 
was pierced, and a large wound had been 
made in his right breast by three bullets. 
The crowd would not allow the doctor to set 
his arm or dress his wounds. By their orders 
he was left alone, groaning and praying for 
water. 

The deputy marshals, deputy sheriffs and 
citizens organized themselves intoa vigilance 
committee. A posse was immediately formed 
and started in pursuit of the Sims gang. The 
citizens were furious on account of the killing 
of Dr. Pugh, who had nothing whatever to do 
with any of the Sims crowd or the author- 
ities. his vigilance committee decided at 
their midnight meeting to wreak yengeance 
on the wounded prisoner. At daybreak a 
two wheeled ox cart was driven to the hotel 
door. Jim Sims was placed in it 50 
roughly that he fainted from pain. A 
motiey procession was formed and marched to 
a large live oak tree a short distance from the 
town. Here a rope was thown over a limb 
and a loop put around the wounded man’s 
neck. He was told to prepare for death. 
‘*Give me a gun,’’ he said, ‘‘and a fair show 
and. weak as I am, I will lick the whole of 
Biadon.’’ When the lynchers atepmnte® to 
bandage his eyes, hesaid: ‘‘Don’t do that. 

ou afraid to look me in the eyes like 
men?’’ This exasperated the crowd and the 
next amoment Jim Sims was in midair.

THE HEAD OF THE CLAN. 


Some Famous Dukes of Argyli—The Pres- 
ent Duke a Favorite. 
Special Correspondence SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 
Lonpon, Dec. 16.—From quite remote ages 
the head of the Clan Campbell has been a 
foremost man in Scotland, and the history of 
the family may be said to be identical with 
the history of the kingdom. There have 
been so many dukes, marquises or earls of 
Argyll who figured prominently in Scottish 
annals and romance that it is impossible to 
remember which was which. If they had not 
had the nine lives of a cat, the breed must 
have been wiped out by theax or the rope 


of the executioner centuries ago; but 
somehow, when one went under, 
there was always another totake his place, 
and, through allthe ups and downs of fort- 
une, they managed to hold their estates and 
titles and dignities, and with them their 
unique influence over their countrymen. The 
father of the present Duke is said to have 
claimed the prerogative uf life and death 
among his clansmen, and there is some ev!i- 
dence that the grandfather actually exercised 
it. Evenatthe present day the Duke of Ar- 

ll comes nearer to a feudal! Prince than any 
other man in what may be calied civilized Eu- 
rope. An Englishman agape | Inverary asked 
his wayto the castle, from a brawny 
clansman he met on the road. ‘‘I want to 
gotolInverary Castile,’’ hesaid, ‘‘the Duke 
of Argyll’s place. Youknow -the Duke of 
Argyll, don’t you?’’ ‘‘Do Iken him!’’ was 
the astonished answer. Do I ken him! 
Ma-an! He’s the -rd God Almighty o’ 
the West Hieland!’’ When the Marquis of 
Lorne was married to Princess Louise, a 
gentieman“in Argylishire told the news toa 
country woman. The good wife drew a long 
breath and exclaimed: ‘‘McCallummore’s 
married to the Queen’s tochter! Eh, mon, 
the Queen wull proud woman the day!’’ 

In politics there is practically only one side 
inthe West Highlands. It is the side to 
which the Duke of Argyll belongs, whichever 
that may De. 

It must be said forthe present Duke, how- 
ever, that he has gained a great hold upon 
his countrymen on both sides of Tweed by his 
individual talents and capacity, quite apart 
from any hereditary advantages. When he 
was only 19 he took a line whch is the surest 
way to attract the favorable attention of the 
Scottish public. He wrote a very clever 

amphilet on the sition of the Church of 
Foot and, and he has never since ceased to 

round as an authority on that 
subject, the dearest of all subjects 
to the hearts of Scotchmen. He has been all 
his life, in fact, a Scotchman to the bone and 
marrow, and there is certainly no other man 
who can approsch him as the representative 
of Scottish opinion and sentiment. 
were tq be an election for King of Scotland 
to-morrow the Duke of Argyll would as- 
suredly be placed onthethrone Dy an over- 
whelming majority. He has held all sorts of 
high public offices. Itis now nearly forty 

ears since he entered Lord Aberdeen’s cab- 

net as Lord Privy Seal, and he held the same 

office under Lord Palmerston and Mr. 
Gladstone. He has been Postmaster- 
General two or three times, and for six 

ears he was Secretary of State for India. 
Indeed. it seemed impossible for a Liberal 
ministry to do without him, and when the 
split in the Liberal party onthe home rule 
question occurred, the greatest blow that 
Mr. Gladstone suffered, next to the secession 
of John Bright, was that of the Duke of 
Argyll. Mr. Gladstone has yet to settle ac- 
counts with him, for the Duke has all the 
tenacity as well as the fervor of the Scot; 
and a more uncompromising opponent of 
home rule does not exist. He is dead against 
the whole. radical programme which Mr. 
Gladstone has rushed into whilst in opposi- 
tion; and it was only the other day that he 
denounced Mr. Gladstone as ‘‘a fanatic with 
whom there is no arguing.’’ 

The good that he has done by his cool, 
fearless and lucid analysis of public ques- 
tions from time to time, cannot be calculated. 
He not only reasons effectively himself, but 
he shows others how toreason effectively. 
In that way he spreads the influence of his 

owerful intelligence far beyond his own 
mmediate sphere and teaches thousands 
who are quite unconscious of taking their 


gain 


ideas from him, 


The Duke is, however, a many-sided man, 
and public affairs by no means occupy all his 
thoughts. Heis genuinely and unaffectedly 
learned, and as Chancellor ofthe University 
ot Glasgow, he brings scholarship as well as 
rank to adorn the position. - He is never hap- 
pier than when engaged upon some popular 
treatise on geology or anthropology,and such 
of his numerous works as ‘‘The Reign of 
Law’’ and ‘‘The Unity of Nature’’ have 
brought him home to multitudes of quiet 
households, where the din of controversy 
never penetrates. Heis one of those aney 
minded inguirers after truth who see nothing 
in science to conflict with religion, and in all 
his writings there is a strongcurrent of robust 
Christianity. He cannot, perhaps, be summed 
up better in few words than by saying he isa 
man of overpowering common sense. 

The greatest man in Scotland is also one of 
the smallest. Itis almost laughable to see 
him among his stalwart Highlanders. There 
is a good story of a vulgar fellow, a tallow 
chandler’s bagman, or something of the 
sort, traveling in a railway carriage with 
two very unpretentious fellow-passengers, 
both of diminutive size, like himseif. The

A big crowd of sports and other less dis- 
tinguished citizens collected atthe Nat last 
night to watch the sorry specimens of 
humanity engaged there in a contest against 
time and distance. And a stiffened, bedrag- 
gled lot they were, reeking with liniment, 
half dead for lack of sleep, lMmping 
along on bDlistered feet, with swollen joints 
and agonized heads. It was a cruet sight, but 
the assembled sports did not seem to mind 
that. They were more interested in the quo- 
tations on the bookmakers’ slates than in the 
agony ofthe contestants. The feature of the 
evening was Hegelman’s wresting the lead 
from Cartwright and the latter regaining it. 

At 9 o’clock the Englishman retired 
from view for twenty minutes, _re- 
appearing in that spotted blazer 
that he always wears when beginning 
to walk. He limped painfully, ugly blis- 
ters having made their appearance on 
his feet.{ The chances of Cartwright appear to 
be waning and it looked last night as though 
the game little man would have to content 
himself with second place, for Hegelman was 
much the fresher of the two and 
his feet were sound as on the 
day he started on his 500 miles 
jaunt. Hegelman Claims the 25- mile running 
championship and is spare and sinewy. He 
has changedless than any other of the con- 
testants. 

CARTWRIGHT LOOKS WORN. 

Cartwright is also distinctively a runner 
andthe 60-mile champion. He has shrunk 
visibly. He was the picture of robust 
heaith on last Monday _ night, his 
limbs presenting almost ideal propor- 
tions. He must have lost forty pounds in the 
last five days. Hegelman had covered 436 
miles ati10 o’clock last night, being then 
but two miles behind Cartwright,and running 
lightly. Word was taken to Cartwright, who 
was snatching forty winks of sleep, 
and he was hustled out to 
prevent the game young fellow from passing 
him. All people who have followed walking- 
matches Know thatitis much easier to keep 
ahead ofa competitor than to catch up with 
him, and all pedestrians dread letting their 
next competitor pass them, 

At 11:10 Hegelman passed Cartwright, mak- 
ing 440 miles, Cartwright had to leave the 
track for the purpOse of having his blisters 
lanced and he wastaking a nap when the 
lead was wrested from him. There was con- 
siderable cheering when Hegelman passed 
him and Cartwright’s chances were thought 
to have vanished. He returned to the track 
however, refreshed and did some very fas 
work. He passed Hegelman and at midnight 
was leading by two miles. 

HERTY’S EFFORT. 

Herty, who was so sick on the second day, 
is now doing wonderful work and made his 
400th mile at 9:40 amid the cheering strains of 
the band and the plaudits of the crowd. He 
does not hope to do better than keep fourth 
place and cover 500 miles, and had hope at 10 
o’ clock last night of cover- 
ing 100 miles within the next 
twenty-four hours. He figured that 
he could do 41-6 miles an hour, without 
sleeping. Glick might have a good chance 
for second place, wereit not for his feet, 
which are a mass of blisters and sores, due to 
ill-fitting shoes. He suffered continuously 
and made awry face every time he set his 
foot down incautiously.

EUGENIE’S WHIMS. 


SHE SPENT HER TIME DEVISING REW 
TOILETTES. 


How She Was Dressed When Her En- 
gagement Was Made Known—As Re 
gent in Council She Wore Black—Costly 
Frivolity of a Beautiful Woman. 


Special Correspondence SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 
PaRIs, Dec. 16.—It is a rather interesting 
experience, in view of the long years during 
which the Empress Eugenie was the queen of 
fashion, no less than of France, to make 
some researches into the details pertaining 
to her famous toilettes. 
The first one of her dresses that became 
celebrated was the ball dress of white tulle, 
looped and garlanded with violets, in which 
she appeared at a soiree at the Tuil- 
eries during the earlier months of the 
reign of Napoleon iIil. The air had 
been filled with rumors for some time past 
of the devotion of the newly made Emperor 
tothe beautiful Countess de Teba, and her 
choice of the emblem flower of the Bona- 
partesasthe adornment of her ball tollette 
was looked upon as a declaration of her en- 
gagement, which it really was. This con- 
viction was confirmed and accentuated by 
the actions ofthe Imperial host. Contrary 
to received etiquette he did not wait for his 
fair guest’s salutation, but ad 
vanced to meet her, bearing 
in his hand a superb bouguet of violets which 
he took from a vase placed upon a table near 
athand. This bouquet he offered to the fair 
Countess, whoaccepted it with a vivid blush, 
and thereafter the fact of their betrothal re- 
mained no secret for the guests of the even- 
ing. 

THE IMPERIAL BETROTHAL. 

The first dress in which she was hailed Em- 
press was in certain respects a disappoint- 
ment to her. This was her wedding 
dress, which was entirely composed 
of the finest point a l’aiguille 
over white satin with the long veil in the 
same exquisite lace. But the bride had 
earnestly desired a dress in the still finer and 
costlier point d’Alencon, that most artistic 
of modern laces. But the marriage followed 
so hard upon the announcement of the en- 
gagement thatthere was no time to have 
the vell woven, as the lace in question de- 
mands much time for its manufacture. Her 
husband’s wedding gift, a necklace of 
seven rows of pearls, after passing 
through an infinite number of 
hands (the Empress sold it soon after her 
husband’s death) is nowinthe possession of 
a French lady. It never was worth the fabu- 
lous sums at which it was appraised, for the 
pearls were many of them irregular in form 
and defective in color.

SHE WAS HARD TO AUIT. 

In her palmy days the Empress spent an- 
nually on an average $20,000 on her toilettes, 
exclusive of her jewels. Her remarkable 
beauty would have led hertoassume a severe 
simplicity in her everyday dresses, but the 
Emperor, in order to encourage the silk man- 
ufacturers of Lyons, and the dressmakers of 
Paris, enjoined upon her to attire herself 
always with great richness. The fame of 
many of her superb tollettes survivesto the 
present day. There was the dress of green 
silk velled with the long coveted point 
a’Alencon, which she wore atthe christen- 
ing of the Prince Imperial, and 
the ball dress of puffed white tulle 
with chains of diamonds drawn through the 
puffs, and the exquisite costume in white 
satin, trimmed with Russian sable, in which 
she once attended the opening of the Cham.- 
bers, and others scarcely of lesser note. She 
was fond of black velvet asa material which 
set off and enhanced her blonde beauty. And 
when, during the absence of the Emperor at 
the Italian campaign, she first filled the 
functions of he: ae it is on record that 
she shut herself up for three days in 
order to compose an appropriate dress 
to wear at the first cabinet meeting over 
which she was called to gene by virtue of 
her office as de factoruler of France; after 
trying and rejectinga dozen ortwo gowns, 
she finally decided upon black velvet, made 
eee | “- and only relieved by cuffs and 
collar of the finest possible antique Venetian 
guipure. She could hardly have made a 
better choice. Pity it is that she did not con- 
fine her actions as sovereign to the plannin 
and preparing of suitable and super 
dresses or all sorts of ceremonies. 
She had an equal amount of troublein get- 
ting up a gown for the opening of the second 
Universal Exhibition in Paris, that of 1867. 
She fixed upon white satin as the matertal, 
but fully seven dresses were made and sub- 
mittea to her for inspection before she could 
makeachoice. The truth is that by that 
time her charms were on the wane and she 
had begunto resort largely to cosmetics to 
restore to her aspect something ofits van- 
ished loveliness. Her wonderfal ld- 
lighted chestnut hair was ayed a 
reddish yellow. Her long almond-shaped 
blue eyes were enhanced and spoiled by 
black penciling and shading. The faded roses 
on the delicate cheeks were vir, yt by the 
finest of rouge, set in acoating of rl 
powder. But the fine carriage of the head 
and the artistic lines of the long, slender 
neck and the eo shoulders remained un- 
changed, and ata distance and by gas-light 
the Empress was still a very autiful 
woman. 

A HEAVY DIADEM. 

She suffereda great deal from one of the 
most magnificent adjuncts to her official 
splendors of attire. This was the classic- 
shaped diadem in diamonds, with the regent 
set like a staronits summit in front, which, 
whenever she wore it, always caused hera 
violent headache by its weight.

Another 
reason is that they are not only incapable 
but neglectful. Thechiefis argue, reason- 
ably enough it would seem, that having 
gained place on account of being Some- 
body’s sister, cousin or aunt, the young 
woman should strive to keep it by doing 
her best. But it seems that the young 
women wish to make kinship do double 
duty. They would have it get and keep— 
the latter much to the discomposure of the 
chief and derangement of the public 
service.

But unhappily for these damsels and 
widows there are highly placed brutes. 
A pretty face has neither charm nor terror 
for them. Neither do they fear Some- 
body, even though he be a Senatorial uncle 
or a military cousin. They have some- 
how got the idea—a foolish one which or- 
iginated during the CLEVELAND regime— 
that public office is a public trust and that 
even though aright toaclerkship grows out 
of relationship to Somebody, a duty is in- 
volved which should be faithfully dis- 
charged. This of course is brutal, but it 
is, in the opinion of the highly placed 
brute, self-evident. This of course leads 
to conflict.

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REST IN DEATH 


Mrs. Belle Ward Escaped Her 
Misery in the River's Bed. 


— 


The Body Indentified by John Madigan, 
_ Her Brother. 


SAD END TO THE CAREER OF A WAY- 
WARD WOMAN. 


The Dead Woman ea Nativecf St. Louis 
—Warning Message Received to Look 
foran Account of Her Suicide inthe 
New York Papers—Deserted by Her 
Husband, She Seeks Oblivion by 
Drowning—All Doubt of Her Identity 
Set at Rest—Her Local History. 


New YORK, Dec. 26.—The woman who was 
seen floating In the East River at 7:30 p. m. 
on Wednesday by the passengers ona ferry- 
boat, and whose body was soon afterwards 
picked up, was identified this forenoon by 
W. D. Madigan as his sister, Isabella Eaton 
.adigan. Mr. Madigan said she was born in 
st. Louls thirty yearsago. Her father, who 
is now dead, was John Madigan, formerly a 
boot and shoe merchant of St. Louls. W. D. 
Madigan now livesin Lancaster, Pa., with 
his widowed mother. Mr. Madigan 
saw Coroner Meiners and s00n 
satisfied the Coroner that the 
dead woman was his sister. The Coroner 
granted hima permit toremove the body, 
and now it will be shipped to Lancaster, Pa., 
where it will be buried. The inquest has 
been adjourned until Monday or Tuesday. 

Mr. Madigan told the Coroner that at noon 
yesterday he had received a dispatch from an 
unknown party signed ‘‘A Friend,’’ which 
read 

‘*Look in the New York papers for the 
suicide of Mrs. Ward.’’ 

Mr. Madigan did so and saw the picture of 
his dead sister. Mr. Madigan was at his 
bome in Lancaster at the time. He im- 
mediately showed the dispatch and picture 
to his mother, He then came on to New York 
tosecure the body. Mr. Madigan further- 
more told the Coroner that he Knew little 
about his sister’s recent life, He understood 
that her husband, Charles Ward, who is a 
civil engineer, anda son of the late Eber 
Ward, a Detroit shipowner, had deserted 
Belle. Hehadno doubt that she had com- 
mitted suicide in a fit of melancholy. He said 
that Ward met his sister in New York ten 
years aco. She was then painting 
photographs, for which she had 
quite a talent. Mr. Ward fell 
in iove with her, and they became engaged. 
Nine years ago Ward went to New Mexico to 
survey some mining property. At his re- 
quest—and by her mother’s permission— 
Belle went to meet him at El Paso, Tex., and 
they were married, For a number of years 
she wrote encouraging letters of her domes- 
tic happiness. She was last heard from six 
yearsago. She was then in Birmingham, 
Ala., where she said her husband had been 
called to look after some coal and iron lands. 
Nothing had been heard of her since until the 
news of her death, although diligent inquiry 
had been made for her during those six 
years. 

The story of her death is a thrilling one, 

According to several persons who were on 
the ferryboat when she made the fatal 
plunge, a succession of thrilling screams was 
heard coming from the darkness out in the 
river justas the ferryboat Flushing was 
heading out of the slip for the Twenty-fourth 
street landing on the New York side last 
Tuesday evening. 

The voice was awoman’s, and 
every one on board the ferryboat. 

A moment afterwards the body was seen 
floating upon the water Some say the 
woman was still struggling, and that the 
ferryboat ran her down and drowned her. 
Others say that she was floating on the water 
with her face upward, and even then seemed 
to be dead. 

Deckhand Curry and one of his companions 
tried to catch the body of the woman asit 
crifted under the rall of the bow, for the boat 
was going ahead slowly and the tide was run- 
ning down swiftly. 

They missed her, however, and when the 
reversed paddie-wheels began to throw the 
water back the body drifted out again into 
the stream. 

It is said that the body was in sight of the 
passengers on the Flushing for nearly ten 
minutes before it was finally rescued by one 
of the Standard Oil Company’s tugboats and 
towed ashore. 

The body was that ofa very handsome 
woman. She had Diaek curly hair, strongly- 
marked black eyebrows and dark eyes. 

Her ‘features were regular, though her 
cheek bones were rather high and gave her 
face a characteristic German appearance. 
The expression of her features was calm and 
peaceful and they showed refinement. 

Her outer clothing hung dripping froma 
peg on the wall beside the plain box coffin in 
which the body lay tn the Morgue. 

There was a waist and skirt of maroon- 
colored material, fine and soft, with a fur- 
trimmed jacket to match, The underskirt 
was of heavy black silk. 

The woman’s underciothing was of the 
finest quality and was of saffron-colored silk 
throughout. She wore black silk stockings, 
yellow silk garters with silk bows and her 
corsets were embroidered with blue silk. 

Her low shoes were of patent leather, 
smail, with pointed toes, and she wore biack 
cloth gaiters with them. 

No hat was found, and it is supposed that 
this was carried away by the current. 

in her pockets were two $1 bills, a bunch of 
keys, two pawn tickets froma Third avenue 
pawn sbop calling fora muffand a sealskin 
sacgue and bearing the names of ‘‘Hay’’ and 
**McOlosky'’ respectively.

Permission Refused the Rock Island to Pay 
Larger Commissions. 

CHICAGO, Dec, 26.—Western Traffic Com- 
missioners have of late changed their minds 
on the subject of emigrant commissions. 
According toe @ secret circular issued to-day 
they profess to belleve that there is more 
wind than money in the exorbitant commis- 
sions alleged to be paid by transcontinental 
lines. The Commissioners have run down 
a number of 
to $20 each is paid on emigrant 
tickets to the Pacific coast, and all of them 
are tracked to either A. E. Johnson & Co, or 
Peter McDonnell, both of whom are inter- 
estedin keeping commissions upto thetop 
notch, Careful inquiry among the fines said 
to be paying excessive commissions has 
brought them explicit denials; proving to the 
commissioners that there fs little truth in the 
reports which they themselves believed 
three week ago. In furtherance of the 
change of opinion the board refuses 
the application of the Rock Island for per- 
mission to pay larger commissions in order to 
putit on an equality with other lines. The 
commissioners.do not doubt there is some fire 
back of all the smoke, and at the meeting of 
the Advisory Board in New York in January 
will propose the establishment of a joint 
agency to take exclusive charge of emigrant 
business. This is Jay Gould’s idea, but it will 
probably be knocked out through the objec- 
tion of lines which have been to great ex- 
pense in establishing European agencies. 

Chicago, St. Paul and Kansas City is 
becgming exceedingly restive under Western 
Passenger Association ruling, Dut will not 
with@raw its membership. According to one 
of its officials it is the policy of the asso- 
clation lines to drive it out of the Passenger 
Association and afterward compel it to join 
the Western Traffic Association, .This would 
allow of the reorganization of the Passenger 
Association, the Kansas City being the only 
member not connected with the Western 
Traffic. This game Kansas City Officials say 
they will block by refusing to withdraw 
from the minor association.

MINNEAPOLIS MILLS WILL SOON BE COMPELLED 
TO SHUT DOWN. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Dec. 2%.—In two or 
three weeks, perhaps sooner, the Minne- 
apolis flour mills will have toshut down on 
account of the scarcity of freight cars and 
the inability of the trunk lines east of Chi- 
cago to handle seaboard business. The 
situation here has not been as serious as it is 
now since the four new roads—the Kansas 
City, Burlington, Soo and Wisconsin Central 
—were built, about eight yearsago. . Before 
that time the local millers had such times 
occasionally as they are having now, but 
it was only occasionally.

SWEENEY SHOT HIM. 


Ben Martin Dies at the City Hospital ofa 
Bullet Wound. 


Ben Martin, a follower of the racetrack, 
died at the City Hospital last night from the 
effects of a pistol shot wound received tn 
Julius Lang’s saloon at 713 Pine street Tues- 
day evening last. The shot was fired by 
John, alias ‘‘Doc,’’ Sweeney, an ex-mem- 
ber of the fire department.

The doctor said itcame with 
other letters in a large envelope which he 
had destroyed.

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MEXICANS ALARMED 


—— 


Serious Proportions Assumed by the 
Garza Revolutionary Movement. 


THE PRESIDENT’S POPULARITY IN THE 
NORTHERN STATES. 


‘ 
Garza Amply Supplied With Funds From 
Some Secret Source—No Official News 
From Capt. Hardie and His Command— 
Gov. Hogg Sends More Troops to the 

. Scene of the Trouble. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 26.—There is a 
rapid shifting of Mexican troops taking place 
on account ofthe serious proportions that 
the revolutionary movement under the lead- 
ership of Catrina Garza has assumed during 
the past few days. That President Diaz views 
the situation with great alarm there is no 
longer any doubt. It isa noticeable fact that 
the President is becoming more popular 
among the masses of the people in the North- 
ern States of Mexico every day, and there 
are no less than 10,000 people destitute in the 
drouth stricken States of Durango, Coa- 
huila, Neuvalon and Sonora ready te 
come anaey his protection the mo- 
ment the proper time arrives. There 
will be great discontent among all the 
people in the Northern part of the Republic 
of account of the failure of thecrops and the 
action of the Government in not coming to 
their relief while they were suffering for 
food. 

It is evident that Garza has plenty of funds 
which he obtained in the City of Mexico from 
some secret source. His menare all armed 
with Winchester rifies and pistols and 
are said to receive liberal pay. 
He has secret agents at work in all the prin- 
cipal cities of the republic, and a carefully 
planned campaign is to be carried out, which 
Garza claimed ina recent speech will result 
in the overthrow of the Diaz administration. 
The exact number of revolutionists in the 
field at the present timeis not known, but Is 
reliably estimated at no lessthan 2,000 men, 
divided into several detachments. Ali of 
these detachments are thoughtto have now 
crossed over into Mexico from Texas with 
the exceptionof the one which Capt. W. C. 
Hardie of the Third United States Oavaliry 
and his command of forty men started from 
Encinal, Tex., in pursuit of four days ago. 

The starling report that Capt. Hardie and 
his soldiers bad been ambuscaded by Garza’s 
men and fourteen of the United States troops 
killed has received no confirmation nor de- 
nial at military department headquarters 
here. Gen. Stanley, Department Com- 
mander, has received no word from Capt. 
Hardie for four days, and there is anxiety 
over his safety. It is known he is among the 
Mexican sympathizers of the revolutionists, 
and that heits fully eighty miles from a tele- 
graph office or an American settlement. 
the opinion at military § head- 
quarters here that if he was attacked 
and suffered the heavy loss reported, he 
s surrounded or a prisoner, and therefore 
prevented from reporting his movements to 
the authorities. Gov. Hogg to-day sent an- 
other company of state Rangers to the scene 
of the trouble. 


STARILING REPORTS. 

LAREDO, Tex., Dec. #4. — News from 
the seat of the trouble is tothe effect that 
more fighting has been engaged in with 
slight losses on both sides. Last night it was 
reported that the Revolutionists had cap- 
tured Camargo, and that Gen. Sandoval was 
on the march with 2,000 men, well equipped, 
to join Garza. There issometalkto theef- 
fect that a General in the Mexican army has 
declared for the Revolutionists, and will 
march withthe soldiers in his command to 
join the Invaders. These reports are all very 
meager and cannot be traced to any particu- 
lar source, but there are some who Delieve in 
the truth of them. 

It is reportedin New Laredo, Mexico, that 
four Revolutionists were cavtured last night 
vy the Mexican soldiers. Your correspondent 
made inquiry at Fort McIntosh, but 
that fort has received no news of an official 
nature since last Monday. Company A, one 
of the two companies sent from San Antonio 
to assist in guarding the Lower Rio Grande 
from a return to this side of Garzites, left 
yesterday for Fort Ringgold. Capt. J. A. 
Brooks and three rangers arrived at 1 o’clock 
this morning and will proceed down the 
river to scout for Reyolutionists. The 
subject of conversation in Laredo is Garza’s 
revolution, and while it is not generally 
known more than half of the Mexican popu- 
lation are in sympathy witb the bold invader 
in this city.

BRANDED ST. LOUISANS. 

The young men here feel very much hurt at 
the way Mr. Garrison talks about their most 
beloved society, and are anxious to have it 
set right in the eyes of the public. 

Mr. Corby Fox, sonof Hugh L. Fox of this 
city, isone of the members. He was 9in the 
last 10 put through this year and the next to 
last man who was Wranded before the prac- 
tice was stopped.

HE WORK OF DIPLOMACY AND 8STATES- 
MANSHIP FOR HIS SUCCESSOR. 


He Aspires to Makethe Pope a Universal 
Father of Humanity—Temporal . Inde- 
pendence and Sovereignty a Neces- 
a Condition of the Integrity of the 
Chirch—Leo’s School Policy, 


Rome, Dec. 26.—Pope Leo XIII. is fast ap- 
proaching his end. His energies are giving 
way and heiskeptup tothe mark by arti- 
ficial means. Before going into the last con- 
gistory he was made to breathe oxygen in 
large quantities. His physician believes that 
his life may be prolonged for two or three 
months by these peculiar methods, but no 
one hopes that he will survive the summer. 
Already there is a good dealof talk of the 
succession, the most thought of now being 
Cardinal Monaco La Valletta of the Inquis!- 
tion and Cardinal Parocchi. 

But in the midst of all the talk of the great 
Pope’s successor and speculation concerning 
the policy of the vicegerent of God ts beard 
gad praises of the dying old man who has 
carved a name for himself as one of the great 
ones of earth. Much asthe Pope is hated by 
a faction of humanity, no one who has ever 
come in contact with him has departed with- 
out being charmed by the sweet enchantment 
of the man. For him there can be nothing 
but respect and love. He is the Pope with 
the ‘‘great brain andthe @ood heart.’’ The 
statesman in politics, the father In the 
church, he is supported or opposed according 
to prejudice or interest. But as a man there 
is nothing but love entertained for him. 

Last May the fourteenth anniversary of his 
Papacy was celebrated. le said then that 
he had little expectation of passing the ff 
teenth. That he may is the hope of his 
friends and his enemies, for the politicians of 
Europe are by no means ready to meet the 
emergency his death would give rise to. 

Bat now that the end is drawing near, it Is 
right to cast a backward glance and see what 
manner of man Leo XIII. has been, what 
have been his ideals and what he hoped to 
realize for the church, 

As Mr. Stead has said, the re-establishment 
of the temporal power has ever been his 
dream. Whether he ever expected to realize 
it none can say, but his policy has been 
shaped with that end in mind, Leo has 
dreamed of being really the pastor of the 
world in fact as wellasin name. To be Vice- 
gerent of God, and therefore representative 
of the Father of all men, is to stand In loco 
parentis to all the human race. Of course 
all the great Popes bave had this dream. 
But Leo differs from his predecessors in being 
funder the influence of the modern spirit 
which has read a more mundane meaning 
‘nto the words of Christ. He has felt that 
itwasto establish the city of God in the 
; hearts and the lives of men, not in the future 
- or in another world, but here and now, that 
, he was called tothe papal throne, Not from 
any lust of power and forward ambition, but 
a genuine aspiration to be helpful to man 
kind. Leo dreamed of re-establishing ona

{tual authority of Innocent III, and of Greg- 
ory VII. He has felt himself called upon to 
make the Holy See once more the active and 
omnipresent embodiment of the conscience 
of mankind. Leo would fain have been the 
Moses of the new exodus of humanity, thelr 
‘ leader through the wilderness of sin tothe 
promised land in which all the evils of the 
existing society will be done away with, and 
all things political and social will have be-
